DUKE'S BAGNIO AND BATH, is lately erected that Noble Structure 

the DUKE'S BAGNIO : And onthe other Side of the Court-yard, there's a conyeni- 
ent- Building, in. which the DUKE'S: MINERAL BATH. is made '; near which, - int 
the ſame Yard, is fix'd a Conduit or Fountain, bearing the Name of the NEW SPAW: 


The BAGNIO is for Luſtre and Beauty, according to the Aflertion of al Travel- 
lers that have ſeen it, the fineſt in Ezrope, if not in the World. *Tis of an Oval Fi: 
gure, covered with a large Cupola, which is ſupported by eight Cylindrical Columns on 
Pillars. Tis paved with Black and White Marble, and its Wals- are- cover'd with 
White Gally-tyles. It has convenient Rooms for Degrees of Heat, Seats in the Wals; 
and a Marble Table in the middle. Belonging to it are all neceflary Accommodations; 
viz, A large Drefling-room, with ſeveral Boxes, Scales and Weights, Ciſterns for 
Waſhing in, Beds, Linen, and Servants of al ſorts. 


The BATH is a large Ciſtern, holding about Twelve Tun of Water. 'Tis built 
with Taris and Pars Plaiſter, covered with White Gally-tyles : There are Steps down 
into it, and Seats in the Wal, as in the Baths at Bathe. Over it hang two Iron Swings; 
for Weak and Timorous Perſons to hold by, and to ſtretch the Body upon. The Wa- 

' ter in it is impregnated with ſeveral Mineral Principles, which render it ſo firong, that 
ſome Gentlemen can float upon it without ſtirring. It hath a Current of freſh Water 
into it, and a Pipe to-carry it off as faſt as it comes in. .*Tis kept to a moderate Degree 
of Heat, ſuch as wil provoke moderate Sweat : Tis frequently emptied- and cleanſed; 
and any Perſon may have it freſh that pleaſeth. Belonging to it are Roos tor Dreſling 
and Undreſfſing, with Beds, Gowns, Linen, Servants, &c. Six or Eight Perſons may 
Bathe 1n it at once. NT. 3; | | 


The NEW -SPAW is a Mineral Water, pure, pleaſant, and wholeſors, prepared by 
Art : For the convenience of retaining which, there is a large Stone Fountain or Con- 
- duit in the Yard, with an Iron Door ; round about it are tal Pallifadoes, &c. 
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The BAGNIO, BATH, and SPAW being thus briefly deſcribed, 'twil be neceſſary 
to mention ſomething of their Uſe and Vertues. . 


The Uſe of BAGNIOS is fo well known in ſeveral Parts of the World, that they 


are alwolt as much frequented as their Churches. *Twould be tedious to relate, how 


many Diſtempers, and what Inconveniencies are thereby prevented, ao the Inhabi- 
rants of thoſe Countries ; Experience daily ſhews it, and Reaſon evidently confirms it. 
*Twould be impertinent here to Philoſophiſe, and tel you how Perſpirarion and Friftion 
being improved, exceedingly promote 'Health, and prevent Diſtempers : we only tel 
the Vulear, It's certainly ſo ; let their Experience diſprove us, and we'l qy on Par- 
don for our Confidence. For, this we certainly declare, from what we know, both 


from the Dicates of Reaſon, and the Infallibility of daily Experience, That wel-cem- 


red Bagrios (as this really is) are of extraordinary Uſe, not only in Fervencing ſeveral 
Maladics, and in preſerving in the Body a good Conſtitution 3 but likewiſe 1n- curing 
Colds, Rheumatilms, Pains, Surfeits gotten by immoderate Eating, Drinking, or Mo- 
tion : They refreſh the Body after a weariſom Journey ; they render a Man brisk and 
vigorous ; his Joynts are made more nimble, his Limbs more ſupple : -In fine, No one 
thing can tend more to the promoting of Health, than the frequent Ulſe of Bagrios. 


No leſs likewiſe may the Uſe of MINERAL BATHS be commended. What plea- 
{ure do the Inhabitants of moſt Countries but Brirain take in Bathing ? For Pleaſure 
Nothing can ſurpaſ$it ; for Health and Profit Song isnof incon{tderable. How plea- 
fant is 1t to float upon a Water where one cannot fink ? to feel ones Skin and Pore

This Zrh is of admirable Uſe in the 
Palſie, Numbneſs, Convulſions, Cramps : It gives ſpeedy Eaſe in Pains of the Gomt; *ris 
uſeful in the Scurvie and Dropſiez its removes the Cauſes of Barrenneſs, and other In- 
diſpoſitions peculiar to Women : It's good tor Groſs and Corpulent Perſons, to. eaſe 
them of that Burthen which they, often complain of. - Tis a certain Remedy for the 
Eickets in Children. In fine, *Twas the Opinion of an Eminent Fellow of the College, 
who about Forty Years ago was about making Public Baths in London, That if the Uſe of 


Baths was well known, and if convenient Baths were made for all Perſons to Bathe in that had 


Occaſion, *twould ſave above a thouſand Lives in a Year in this Ciry. This he alerts in his 
Appeal ro the College of Phyſiciansc oncerning Baths. I ſhall not. Mention how manyLearned 
and Ingenious Authors have wrote concepning the Extraordinary Benefits of Bathing,
